Learning that Colonel E W. Cole returned 
home from New York on Sunday, a reporter ol 
the Americau called on that gentlemau yjester- 
day, when the following hasty interview took 
place, Colonel Cole being about to take the trafn 
for Atlanta: 

Reporter—Have you seen what bas been said in 
he newspapers with regard to the syndicate form- 
ed by you in New York for the purchase of roads, 
and the construction of new ones’ 

Colonel Cole—I have been too busy in the last 
two or three weeks to read much in the newspa 
pers. 

Reporter—Have you any objections to giving to 
the public what occurred in New York, the ex- 
tent of purchases already mde, and roads soon 
to be built’ : 

Colonel Cole—None atall. I learned from my 
friends who held a controlling interest in the 
Hast Tenwessee, Virginia and Georgia ra.iroad 
system that they were willing to sell their stock. 
I alo learned that negotiations were being 
prosecuted by another party for its purcha e 
Having determined to control this line, I formed 
phe syndicate which purchased the four fifths of 
the stock in the Fast Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railroad system ; the syndicate ex pressing 
a willingnes to take the other one-fifth at the same 
price, if desired by those holding it About 
the same time the purcha.e of the Macon 
and Brunswick railroad was effected, and capital 
sufficient to exiend that road to Atlanta, and 
from Atiatta to Rome, was s.ibscribed, which 
eonnect the Georgia system with the Kast Ten- 
nessee, Virgirgia and Georgia system,and Chatta- 
nooga with the Georgia system by a short cut-cff 
of eleven tolles between Ooltawah. ou the Chatui 
mnooga division of the East Tennessee, Virginia end 
Georgia rai/road and the state line, on the Dal- 
ton division of the same road.

| SOME INKLINGS OF 


The ex-Souator and His Assistant Throw Them- 
selves in the Ring and Beg for Votes—Re- 
publican Sentiment Analyz.d—Olaims 
of the Opposing Parties. 


New York, May 24 —Taoe conferences of 
the sta! wart republicans with Messrs. Conk- 
ling and Platt were brought toa close, and 
the plan ofthe senatorial campaign was 
agreed upon. In brief, the decision was 
that Messrs. Conkling and Piatt should be 
candidates for reelection; and the cam- 
paign should be opened at once, and fought 
aggressively from beginning to end; and 
that there should be no surrender or com- 
promise, and that the entire resources of the 
stalwart party should be brought to bear. 
Messrs. Conkling and Platt will go to Alba- 
ny in person to lead the fight 

Mr. Conkling’s presentation of the situa- 
tien was, in substance, as follows: Thesen- 
timent of the republican party in New 
York, as he believed, had been misrepre- 
misunderstood at Washington. 
The president had been falsely advised, 
and liad acted mistakenly. The party in 
this state had been put in a wrong position 
before the country. So believing, Mr. 
Conkling and his colleague had determined 
to return to the peopleof the state, and to 
put at the disposal of the representatives of 
the parity, the “gflices they beld, if those 
representatives decided that therepublican 
sentiment of the state was not faith- 
fully represented in the United States sen- 
ate, they couid send other men there. But 
the senators desired that*the issue should 
be squarely tried by the legisiature. In 
this sense they were candidates for re-elec- 
tion. Mr. Conkling said that he had been 
an unswerving republican all his life, and 
should reMain true to the party principles 
as long as he iived. In the firm belief that 
he still represented the republicans of New 
York, he waited the present issue, and 
would abide by the result. Mr. Piatt ex 
pressed similar views. 

The sentiment ofall the republicans in 
the conference was taken, and withouta 
dissenting voice the position taken sy the 
senators was warmly approved. It was 
then formally c+cided that both Messrs. 


Conkling and P.att should be supported 
for re-election, and every honorable means 
used to send them back to the senate. 
The speakers from the different sections 
represented that their constituents highly 
approved of the course of the twe senators, 
dnd desired them to return to Washington, 
The conference lasted about two hours, 
and the members, after adjournment, were 
in high spirits. 

A gentleman who was authorized to speak 
for Mr. Platt, said to-night: "Mr. Platt was 
present with Senator Conkling 4s invite i 
guests at the vice-president’s) They met 
there a number of friends representing 
various parts of the State, and then with 
letters and telegrams they gave them assu- 
rances of support from every district in the 
state.”’ 

‘Support for what,” asked the reporter. 
‘Support in their canvass for re-election at 
Albany. Thev have decided to make a vig- 
orous fight, and, if necessary, will them- 
selves go to Albany for the purpose. They 
will wait first to hear the results of the 
preliminary canvass, Both senators think 
they will be re-elected and fully vindicated 
in their resentment for the insults put upon 
them by the president.” 

A prominent city official, who was at 
Arthur’s house, saia: ‘* Yes, we held a con- 
ference, a very important one. I cannot 
tell you what was done a: it would defeat 
the very purpose of the conference.”’ 

“Will Conkling and 1 latt be candi- 
dates ?”’ 

“Yes, and 1 believe they will be elected. 
The paper which the half-breeds have got 
thirty signatures to is merely a pledge not 
‘o vote for candidates opposed to the ad- 
ministration.

He said: “If I had laid out 
a programme,myself I couldn’t have made 
one that would suit me any better than the 
Conkling programme does. If he and 
Piatt go back to the senate it will be with 
the aid of democratic votes, This will be 
acceptable to us, for they 
cannot expect recognition from 
the administration under such 
circumstances; and how long do you sup- 
pose republicans will follow them? I’m 
glad the fight comes in the shape it does 
It becomes a squareissue between the ad- 
ministration and Conkling, and there is no 
doubt of the result’.

It is now stated on good authority that it 
was one of the conditions of Conkling’s 
coming here that no public demonstration 
should be made. Therefore, it is said un 
less compelled by the public demand he 
will make ho speech. 

The situation on the senatorial question 
remains unchanged, The Garfield section 
still maintain their position of refusing to 
enter the caucus and be bound by its decis- 
ion, and they claim to number more than 
sufficient to defeat the election of Conk 
ling and Piatt. The Conkling section say 
that if the senate caucus committee continue 
to join in calling a joint caucus they will 
get the signatures of a majority of the re- 
publican members and thus force the cau 
cus. Still the Garfield men say they will 
not be governed by such a proceeding, and 
if they hold fast to their position there is 
no way to prevent a ‘‘deadiock.”’ Some of 
the Garfield members, among them Alvord, 
are so confident of their strength that they 
believe they have a majority against the 
reelection of Conkling and Piatt. The 
Conkling members laugh at this claim, and 
say that if the Garfield supporters really 
believe that, they ought not to hesitats 
upon entering the caucus.

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A FEARFUL CASUALTY

The Land Locked Water-Route from St. Mary's to 
the Gulf—Visitations of Rain—A Sudden 
Death in Dahlonega—An Inven- 
tive Eatonton Man.

Brunswick, May 21.—Among the many 
projects at the south which are attracting 
the attention of capitalists, there is nond of 
deeper interest to the people of Georgia, 
(and it might be added of Florida, Ala- 
bama, and Louisiana, in the south and the 
whole grain producivug section of the 
northwest) than the plan of construction of 
a barge canal via the St. Marys river, from 
the Atlanticinto the Okefenokee swamp, 
thence via the Suwannee south and west 
into the gulf of Mexico, thence along the 
smooth waters along the gulf coast from 
St. Marks into the inner pas- 
sages along the gulf coast into 
the Mississippi gulf, thence into Lake Pon- 
chartrain and the Mississippi river. Gen- 
eral Gilmore, in 1877, reported it the most 
feasible and cheapest route for u barge 
canal from the Mississippi to the Atlantic. 
The construction of the canal will reclaim 
to cultivation directly and indirectly over 
600,000 acres of land. General Gilmore also 
reported it as the true route for either a 
barge or ship canal after a careful survey. 
There is no point further south where ca- 
pacious harbors can be found. The whole 
tier of harbors from Jacksonville to Charles- 
ton would receive the benefits of such a 
canal, for the inland passoge from the 
St. Johns to Charleston would be 
but a prolongation of the. canal 
from the mouth of the St. Marys river. 
The opening of the Mississippi passes does 
not obviate the necessity for such a canal. 
The peculiar climate of New Orleans does 
not permit of storing vast quantities ol 
grain in hot weather. The greater health- 
fulness of south Atlantic ports in the sea- 
son of epidemics, will induce vessels to go 
to them for cargoes with such a canal open, 
in preference to New Orleans. Barges 
loaded at St. Louis, or higher up the river, 
can comeinto any of our south Atlantic 
ports without breaking bulk, and grain can 
be stored in elevators in vast quanti- 
ties without injury from climatic

A NEW SCANDAL 


In Which the Treasury Department 
is Invelved. 


Wasuineton, May 24.—Serious charges 
have been preferred against Mr. O. 
L. Pitney, of the treasury department, who 
has charge of the disbursement of the ap- 
propriation for the contingent expenses of 
that department. The attention of Secre- 
tary Windom being called to the irregular- 
ities in the management of that office some 
time ago, he instantly ordered a thorough 
investigation, and appointed a committee 
of three officials of the department to look 
into the peculiar methods under which it 


was alleged the appropriation had been 
improperly disbursed. This inquiry has 
now been in progress three weeks, but the 
committee have barely completed one- 
third of their task. Enough, however, 
has been discovered, it is said, tocreate a 
well-grounded suspicion that not only 
the custodian of the treasury, but higher 
officials will be seriously affected by the 
developments. Inorder to properly preface 
the statement of the true inwardness of this 
affair it may be said that, unlike other 
appropriations, no restrictions have ever 
been placed upon the disbursement of 
funds from the contingent appropriation 
ofthe treasury. This, it appears, is left 
solely in the custody of thechief clerk, 
whose signature draws the mo for all 
perposes. The purchases are by the 
custodian. Carpets, for instance, purchased 
from the general appropriation for public 
buildings outside of this city, are paid for, 
not by the officerwho receives them, but 
by the custodian of the office here. It is 
thus an easy matter to commit fraud under 
such a system, if the officials are so inclined, 
It is from the cntingent appropria 
tion that such articles as carpets, farniture, 
fuel, horses, wagons, books, toilet articles, 
etc., are purchased. Beginning with the 
year 1876, it is found, upon reference to the 
congressional reports of contingent appro- 
priations expended, that the amount ap- 
propriated that year was $144 500; expend-» 
ed, $128,566.53; balance, $15,933 57, showing 
an appropriation considerably in excess of 
the demands of the treasury building. It 
was about that time that the present custo- 
dian enterea upoa his duties. The follow- 
ing will show how the contingent fund has 
been disposed of under his charge:

From the above statement it will be seen 

that very little has been left over at theend 
of each fiscal year. Itis alleged, among the 
charges being investigated, that large pur- 
chases were made near the close of each of 
the above mentioned years, as though there 
was a desire to exhaust the ba.ance of the 
appropriation and it is assumed to secure 
the percentage.

RUSSIA. 

Loxpvon, May 24.—The London corres- 
pondent of the Manchester Guardian says: 
‘Thecrisis seems to be developing in the 
Russian cotton trade. There has been for 
two months past a complete cessation in 
the demand in St, Petersburg for coarse 
calicoes for the provinces, 100,000 pieces 
having accumulated during that period. 
All the smaller manufacturers have deci- 
ded to close their mills. Only 
4 few of the large manufac- 
tories will remain open, these working on 
short time in hope of a revival of trade. 
The cotton trade at Warsaw and Moscow is 
ina similar state of depression. At the 
latter place heavy failures are feared. The 
Russian imports of raw cotton are dimin- 
ished 30 per cent, of thread 8 per cent, and 
of silk 40 per cent, Thecloth trade is also 
at a stand still.

Soon after the Citizens’ bank was made a state 
depository it placed in the keeping of Governor 
Colquitt $50,000 worth of bonds asthe security 
required by law. The greater portion of these 
bonds were Geo 4s. For some reason not 
now apparent, Governor Colquitt asked Comp- 
trolier~General Wright to become the 
temporary custodian of these bonds 
by placing them in the vaults in his office. This 
the comptroller general did. 

On the 19th of March, 1880, the following order 
was transmitted to the comptroller-general, Mr. 
W. H. Patterson being the bearer.

HOME-HUNGRY. 


THE PEOPLE ARE FLYING WESTWARD 


And Now the Question is, Why Should They Not 
Look Tewards the Sonth’?—The Work 
of Mr, Pontaine ia Tarniog 
the Tide Hither. 


If you ask a merchant or floancier in New York 
what is the surest protection sgatnst the reaction 
in business that so many cousider pending, he 
will reply— . 

“The enormous tide of muscle and money 
is flowing im through Castle Garden. You 
can'tcheck the growth of a country through 
whose ports 70,000 people are coming in every 
month.’’ 

This is the almost universal opinion, and it 
would seem to be a correct one. This immense 
host of immigrau s quickea every iodustry or en- 
terprise. ‘Ihey help the railroads by buying 
tickets, transporting their goods and raising 
crops. They help the farmers by buying surpiue 
land, and merchanis by buying implements, 
clothes, furniture and food. They increase the 
population, build up towns, bring new land into 

cultivation, increase our exports, and are coun- 
#umers as well as producers. 

and west is gaining now from immi- 
gration alone an additional congressman every 
iwo mouths, and the cities, villages and country 
neighborhoods are buliding up with marvelous 
rapidity. 

If the 70,000 immigrants who land at Castle 
Garden this month were all sent to Georgia and 
placed in four locations they would make four 
cities nearly equal in population to Atlanta, 
Augusta, Macon and Columbus. If they had 
come here and settled on farms, they would, 
estimating five to the family and 160 acres 
to the family farm, have bought and occupied 
over two million acres of land. They would have 
bought sixteen thousand farms—more perhaps 
than are for sale in all of Cherokee,Georgia. These 
purchases must have increased the value of 
every other farm in that section of the state. 
The most noticeable thing at Castle Garden is 
the change in the character of the immigration. 
This change is accurately recorded in the average 
of money per capita brought in by the immi- 
grants. Two yearsago it was put at $30 a head— 
last year it was $60 a head; this year it has 
reached the average of $1044 head. This shows 
that those coming now are three times better off 
than those of two years ago, and twice as well to 
do as those of last year. 
The immigrant of this year is, however, an 
entirely different looking fellow from the immi- 
grant of the past. Then he was a city chapasa 
usual thing—a workman with little else than his 
two hands—a beggar with nothing but his pov- 
erty—a musician,with nothing but his monkey 
aad organ—or a serving man looking for a job, 
Now, in eight cases out of ten he is a ruralist— 
a square, genial, brown-faced farmer, with 
awkward country ways, and big chests 
fall of goods. Instead of slouching through 
the gates hurriedly, and losing himself in the 
great city that lies beyond, he walks up to the 
money-changing department and gets his queer 
cash equalized into American bills, and then in- 
quiring for the western train, moves out in search 
ofahome. This is the type of the immigrant of 
the present—the others being the exception. The 
tide is now being swelled by English farmers 
driven by earth-hunger from their tight little isle 
—sturdy Germans ficeing from the oppres- 
sion of their government—Russians coming out 
from under tbe shadow of revolution—hardy 
Switzers seeking richer lands in the new republic 
—Alsatian peasants escaping from alien rule— 
the country folks of crowded, restless Europe, 
seeking broad acres, peaceful homes and inde- 
pendent existence in America, 
The European governments recognize just as 
thoroughly as we do that this movement is some- 
thing more than the restless scum of the cities 
that floats wherever the current runs, They 
recognize that the exodus is Jeaving farms bare— 
that it is depopulating country neighborhoods, 
aud draining brawn and muscle out of their 
midst. In consequence of this knowledge they 
are using the government machinery to check it, 
are arresting emigrant agents, suppressing de- 
scriptive pamphlets, and putting every possible 
obstacle in the way of those who desire to leave, 
In spite of all this, the tide only swells the larger. 
Whatis Georgia doing to secure her share of 
immigration—this quickening flood that brings 
growth and riches on its breast? 
We certainly need more people than we have. 
With 58,(00,000 acres in the state we have only one 
grown man to every 250 acres; or, leaving out the 
city and town population, about one man to 
every 310 acres. There is room for ten times this 
population, and a pressing need for two or three 
times as much as are here. What are we doing to 
get them? 
Mr. Foutaine, who has given two or three years 
to this work, feels very hopefal of the future, 
and has accomplished a good deal already. The 
most promising thing that he has done is to get 
into his control some large and eligible lots of 
land. He has several lots of 20,000 acres and up- 
wards and some of over 60,000 atres. These large 
tracts are offered at very low figures, and the 
advertisement that Mr. Fontaine has given them 
has already attracted bids. He is now negotiating 
the sale of 100,000 acres to two New Yorkers, who, 
if they can buy it, will speedily divide it into 
small farms and setile it up 
with thrifty farmers, From these 
and other sources he says, ‘‘I believe that I will 
bring a thousand families into Georgia between 
now aud November.’’ Itis certain that hejhas 
never seen the way so clear for a steady and effi-~ 


cient movement, 


The Piedmont roads are doing a good work in 
the way of bringing in immigrants and now have 


& most excellent system e*tablished. Their Swiss 
colony is growing stronger—a Swiss reception 
house being now put up—and a new $10,(00 hotel 
on the Swiss plan is to be built. There have been 
several colonies placed by this railroad company 
and they claim that they are just beginning to see 
light. Mr. Pope will very soon have an experien. 
ced journalist in charge of his immigration-pub- 
lications, which will then be greatly enlarged. 

One of the happiest effects of the great railroad 
systems that have been formed with Atlanta as 
a center will be that they will start the tide of 
jmmigration and keep it moving. Jay Gould is 
doing more for the southwest than all the state 
departments from Arkansas through—and we

The Land-Locked Barge Channel. 

We print elsewhere a letter from acor- 
respondent in Brunswick in relation to 
the proposed -land-locked water-way 
connecting the waters of the Mississipp1 
with the Atlantic ocean—a work THE 
Constitution has been advocating for 
years. This is the route conceived and 
mapped out by the late Colonel Raiford, 
and it has received the indorsement ol 
the most eminent civil engineers in the 
including General Joseph kL.

Colonel Raiford’s idea was to 
utilize the land-locked channel along the 
gulf coast (similar in all respects to the 
inland route from Savannah to Fernan- 
dina) in the construction of a barge canal 
from New Orleans to the Atlantic coast.

The ’ Retunding Process. 

The sixes have all been presented for 
continuance except about 15 millions, 
and these will be redeemed from surplus 
revenues. The registered fives have also 
been sent in for continuance almost up 
to the limit, or 250 millions—leaving 75 
millions to be redeemed whenever the 
government sees fit tocallthemin. This 
class of fives amounts to 325. millions, 
and the privilege of extension runs to 
July 1; butas the government will ex- 
tend only 250 millions of the amount, 
every holder that desired continuance 
hurriedly sent forward his bonds. The 
result is, at this writing the whole 
amount that the government will con- 
tinue has probably been received. The 
coupon fives have all been called in, in- 
terest thereon to cease on the 12th day of 
August, These fives amount to 120 mil- 
lions, and the privilege of continuance is 
extended to the holders of them, 
provided they are sent in by July 1 
If they are not sent in by that time, 
they will be redeemed on the 12th of 
August. Only about 15 millions of 
these coupen bonds have been received 
at the treasury for continuance, and it is 
believed that the larger part of them is 
held in Europe. But in the case of these 
bonds no haste is necessary. They have 
all been called in, and holders have until 
July 1 in which to secure an ext nsion. 
Beyond a doubt most of them will be 
sent in for extension instead of redemp- 
tion. 

These operations, now practically suc- 
cessful and almost complete, will be the 
last that can take place for some time, 
unless congress takes the subject in hand. 
As the case will stand when Mr. Win- 
dom’s present plans are fully carried out, 
there will be about 600 millions of 
the debt bearing three and a half per 
cent interest, redeemable at the pleasure 
of the government, and never falling 
due. Inthe last-named respect the new 
“Windoms” resemble British consols.

He 
is entitled to some credit; for if the sur- 
plus revenues of this year are sufficient 
to redeem the fives and sixes that are 
not continued, the annual saving in 
interest willexceed 13 millions of dollars. 
Under the vetoed bil! of the last session 
the annual interest charged woulg have 
been decreased about 5 millions more. 
But let that pass. 

Mr. Windom’s bond operations will 
require the disbursement of vast sums 
of money—enough, it is claimed, to 
maintain prices and keep all monetary 
affairs in a buoyant cundition. A Bos- 
ton paper thinks the secretary will pay 
out 110 millions in excess of the ordi- 
nary expenditures and the ordinary 
interest payments before the 12th of 
August, made up of the following items: 
“First, about 184 millions of called 5s due 
“on the 2ist instant; second, at least 
‘10 millions of 6s not continued; third, a 
“maximum of three months’ interest on 
“eontinued bonds, say 44 millions; fourth, 
“75 millions of registered 5s not to be 
“eontinued; fifth, whatever part of 120 
“millions of coupon 53 may not be offered 
“for continuance. This estimate leaves 
“only about 2 millions for the last item. 
“Meantime it is estimated that the sur- 
“plus revenue will not exceed 50 millions 
“and therefore the secretary must draw 
“gpon his reserve temporarily for at 
“least 60 millions.” These figures are 
exagyverated to this extent at least—the 
secretary is under no obligation to re- 
deem the 75 millions of reyistered 
fives. He will eall them in when he has 
the money in hand for their redemption, 
and not before. The other statements 
of our Boston contemporary are of course 
approximately correct. Secretary Win- 
dom will doubtless turn loose enough 
money to keep the market in easy condi- 
tion, but he will not be apt to throw in 
the way of the speculators during the 
summer a bonanza in the shape of an 
extraoriinary and uncalled for disburse- 
ment of the publie fonds.

The Cotton © rop. 
New York Sun. 


The cotton crop last year was by far the largest 
ever gathered in the south. A considerable 
quantity of it still remains on the plantations, 
and it is therefore impossible to give in exact 
figures the number of bales produced. The most 
careful estimates, however, put the tota) at over 
6,409,000 bales, or nearly a million and a half 
bales more than the splendid crop of 1879. 

The greatest crop raised under slavery was that 
of 1860, but it amounted to only 4,823,770 bales, 
or about 1 ,600,000 less than the quantity produ: ed 
last year. It was then, however, by far the rich- 
est harvest the cotton eae states had ever 
had, and the planters were able to dispose of it 
at good prices. They feltrich, and were confi- 
dent of the future; for were they not tLe produ 
cers of a staple commodity for which there was a 
universal demand, and of which they alone ture 
nished the world with its chief supply? Undoubt- 
edly this unparalleled cotton crop of 1860, stimu- 
lated the south to resist the election of Lircoln, 
and to make its great effort to withdraw from the 
union. The southern people were sure they 
could set up business for themselves, and they 
did not want abolitionists to rule over them. 
They were convinced that slayery was essential 
to their prosperity. 

Yet now, under freedom for their black laber- 
ers, they are raising crops of cotton which make 
those of the past seem small by comparison. 
They are also really in a better condition finan- 
cially than they were before the war. They are 
less under bondage to the factors who bought 
their cotton and took a mortgage un their future 
prosperity. Very often the best thing for a man 
is not to be able to borrow money. 

So faras we have received them, the reports 
regarding the cotton crop of the present year are 
very encouraging. It is likely to exceed even 
that of 1880, for the planters- have learned the 
value of fertilizers aud are giving more personal 
attention to their business, though they may not 
in all the states have increased the acreage they 
have put under cultivation. The season has 
been favorable for planting, and the negroes are 
giving their strength to their work. 

The cotton crop has increased steadily and 
largely since 1877, and the prospects are that for 
188Lit will be by far the largest ever gathercd. If 
the season progresses favorably the southern 
states will have nearly twice as many bales of 
cotton to sell this autumu as they raised on the 
yearly average in the ten years before the war. 
Emancipation has been, in truth, a great blessing 
for them.

Discussed by the Protestant Clergy. 
MR. BERCHER ON THE KEVISION. 

Cuicaao, May 22—The entire .revised 
New Testament was printed in the Times 
and Tribune here to-day. To-night Henry 
Ward Beecher, commenting on the revise 
ion, said he was highly pleased with the 
work of the revisors, that he accepted 
nearly all their departures from the King 
James version, and in fact had been using 
Lmany of the changes hiroself for years. The 
substitution of the word ‘“‘servant’’ for 
‘slave’ as the translation of ‘““doulos’’ he 
dissented from. He was not one of those 
abolitionists who thought slavery was not 
recognized in the scriptures. He thinks 
the revised book will be generally ac 
cepted. 

PHILapeLruiA, May 22.—In most of the 
Protestant churches here to-day the clergy- 
men referred to the revised New Testa 
ment, Their views were in most cases 
strongly in favorof it as a valuable work 
which would throw light on many doubt- 
ful matters. In one or two instances the 
work was condemned. 

HOW NEW YORK CLERGYMEN RECEIVE IT. 

Rev. Dr. Henry ©. Potter, of Grace church, 
who was a member of the finance commit 
tee of the American revision committee, 
deyoted his morning sermon Sur day to 
it. 

Dr. Potter's text was from I Qorintiians, 
14th chapter, 9th verse: ‘‘So also ye, unless 
ye utter by the tongue speech easy to be 
understood, how shall‘it be known what is 
spoken?’ Hesaid it was necessary that 
a lanyuage ofthe Bible should be clear 
and understood of the common people 
The first version in common use 
was Wycliffs. He read from Wycliils 
Bible a verse unintelligible to most modern 
readers, and said that if all change had 
been deemed forbidden, the same version 
would today be read in the churches. 
Changes in spelling and construction con 
strained the translators of the King James 
Bible to produce it in the form which has 
now been in use for 270 years. Since that 
time other changes quite as radical have 
taken place in the English language 
“Some urge,’ said Dr. Potter, “that the 
antiquity of these blemishes make them’ 
sacred; but, though the passion for the 
antique is unusually intense just now, it is 
not admissible to cling to what is old when 
it is alsounmeaning. The march of dis 
covery, advancement of learning and fresh 
antiquarian researches have turned a tlood 
of illumination on the Bible, and a great 
number of errors, happily not serious, have 
been brought to light. The advisability 
of these changes depends upon the 
question whether or not they are in the 
irection of truth. It is now better known 
what has been interpolated and falsely in- 
troduced. The new version has profited by 
the recent discovery of the most ancient 
manuscripts, by a more complete knowl!l- 
edge of grammar, and of the Greek particlé, 
and by a matured type of scholarship in 
such as was never known before. When 
the King James version was issued it met 
with the same opposition that this new ver- 
sion encounters. That version was really 
never formally authorized. Itsimply made 
its own way, and by its internal character 
gained a vital authority I predict it will 
be so now with this late Victoria version 
The churches may be slow to adopt it, but 
it will be adopted in the closet and in the 
home, and thence it will make its way into 
the house of God, Every difference be 
tween the new and the old has beena gain.’’ 
Dr. Potter closed by reading selections 
which Nustrated the improvements he had 
spoken of, 

The Rey. Dr. William M. Taylor, in the 
sroadway tabernacle, referred in his prayer 
at the beginning of the morning service to 
the revision, and gave thanks for the great 
revival in Bible reading that it has pro- 
duced. In his sermon he said that the re 
vision is the o cia ene a number of trans 
lations and revisions, produced by ripe 
scholarsin the full light of the great scrip- 
tural knowledge of the nineteenth century. 
Granting the full need of praise due to the 
painstaking and pious producers of what 
is called the King James version, it 
could not be denied that the 
means of revision that they possessed have 
been vastly increased by . the 
discovery of new authorities and the im-~ 
proved study of the old ones. Infallibility 
should be claimed for no set of revisers, 
and it was unquestionable that terms 
that were classical when the King James 
version came into existence have become 
obsolete and almost unmeaning. Clergy- 
men had often been compelled to put 
their own construction on texts of 
scripture, and, if for no other reason, he 
was thankful for the revision that has put 
aside the necessity for these individual 
experiments, But the new revision, Dr. 
Taylor said, is not without drawbaéks 
was frank to say. * indeed, that 
believed that the text 
might have been improved if 
more of the suggestions of the American 
committee had been incorporated, rather 
than relegated to the appendix. Yet it 
was, perhaps, fortunate that so much was 
put there, for a witness to the fact that the 
American revisers fully held their own in 
point of scholarship with their English as- 
sociates. He who failed to read the ap- 
pendix would lose much of what is most 
valuable and enduring in the revision. Dr. 
Taylor regretted that the revisers 
had adjourned ___ sine die. [t 
might have been better had they agreed 
tO meet, Say & year or two hence, and 
consider the criticism of their work that 
will naturally arise. Dr. Taylor ad vised 
bis hearers to read and study the revision 
at their homes and in their Sunday schools. 
rhe revision must be tested by use. Side 
by side with the King James version it must 
hold its own or fall. Millions ef Christians 
were weighing it, and upon their verdict 


j 


imust. after all, depe and the question of its 


permanent adoption. 
The Rey. Dr. John Cotton Smith alluded 
at the Church. of the Ascension Sunday 
to the changes made by the revisers, and 
quoted from both version sof thetext. He 
said inconversatién: ‘‘] think the move- 
ment for a revision was a gocd one, and the 
result is generally satisfactory. I don’t 
know as itis soin all points. Ofcourse we 
cannot adopt the revised text in the Epis 
copal chure h without authority, but I 
think it will be more and more used in pri- 
vate and also in churches where its use de- 
pends upon the individual will of the cler- 
gyman. kventually [ think it will be ap- 
proved and adopted.”’ 
lhe Rey. Dr. Henry J. Van Dyke, of 
the C linton Presbyterian church, Brooklyn, 
said: ‘Don’t be alarmed; it is not propos- 
ed either to abolish the old Bible or to 
makea pew one. There are manifest im- 
perfections in our version, which ought to 
be corrected. Whether the revision which 
bas now been completed ought to be ac- 
cepted by the Christian church or not 
ought not to be hastily decided. But 
whether it shall be accepted and used in 
our churches or not, it isa grand and good 
work. It is the ripe fruit of the best 
scholarship the world has ever possessed 
\dvise all to get and read it, c: Mi paring it 
withthe old yersion. it does not alter any 
doctrine, precept, Gr principle.”’ Dr. Van 
Dyke said’to a reporter that he should 
Want to take six months to decide whether 
ihe revision sbould be adopted or not. 
Some of the changes had surprised him. 
possibly because of his prejudice in favor of 
ihe old forms. But many of the changes 
made certainly ought to have been made. 
The Rev. G. Van Alstyne,jof the Bedford 

street M. E. church, said: “I have read 
nearly all of the ‘Companion’ to the revised 
version, and spent a numberof hours in 
careful examination of the revision itself, 
especially Paul’s Epistle te the Romans 
So faras my examination has gone, the 
emetnudations have been 
rhe work seems to have been 
oughly done. The corrections made in 
mistakes of Greek grammar, in archaisms, 
and use of tensesandof prepositions, have 
given to certain passages of the Testament 
almost a new light, and the work from the 
first to Jast shows marks of finest scholar- 
ship and great conscientiousness ”’ 

The Rev. Dr. J. O. Peck, of the Hanson 
‘lece Methodist nctoiamal church, Brook 
lyn, preached last evening on “The Greatest 
Kvent of the Great Century—The Revised 
Version of the New Testament.’ The revis- 
ion was the greatest event ef the century, 
he said, because it demonstrated that there 
were no fatal errorsin the Testament as we 
have bad it. Eighty men, learned and 
pious, had spent ten years each in studyir g 
the book, and this aggregate of eight hun-~ 
dred years of laborin looking for defects 
had proved that there was no false doctrine 
inthe Testament—no fatal error. “I take 
these eight hundred years of study of the 
Bible,” suid the preacher, “and put them 
against Bob Ingersoll’s shallow treatment
